Q. Does the brain, as claimed by some 
metapbysiclans secrete thought the same as 
the liver doga bile ?

We can go over that at 
will and recall R; and that fs the reason why 
individuals when they come in contact with 
anotber person, can go on and give incidents 
that trenspircd io years gone by. It don't neo 
caserily follow that a spirit mast of necesaliy. 
be there present when all euch things are re- 
membered. It is generally supposed that the 
spirit ls present when an impression Is made. 
With us, the spirit is Judged from the appesr- 
ance of the life-picture of the individual For 
instance, the very emanations from your organ · 
ism partake of all these tifferent oxporiences 
through which you have passed.

Q. I would like to learn something of this 
law of transmission of the thoughts of tho epizit 
to the mind of the medium. Can you give us 
avy information with reference to it? 

A. Precisely the same as the impression 
ja made upon the spiritual braln, or spiritual 
mind, whatever you choose to term it; upon 
the same principle that impression la made upon 
you by. ihe spirits, in other words, the law of 
positive and negative forces is brought into 
requisition. You must of necessity be negative 
to the spirit, else the impressice would not be 
made. Light is positive; It posesscs positive 
elements, hence the seceasity of darkened rooms 
to produce certain manlfestatlous. 

Q. It te accomplished on the same principle 
that tbe psychologist Influences his subject,—ie 
it not? 

A. Yes; you can call it thet if you choose— 
that is upon the law of posliive and negative 
forces call it psychology, mesmeriom, or aby 
thing you choose—any thing that scems most 
acceptable to yourselves,

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Organization. 

The cry for and against seems to be 
about equal, one party claiming that organization 
tends to foesilise conditions, bence,forms, ceremoni, 
ous and ritualistic teachiogs. The opposite view is 
that witboat organizations we cannot succeed; will 
ever romalu fragmentary aed will never be a power 
io the land. ; 

From careful observation aod marked attention 
to what bas deen sald aad written upon this sabject, 
we find L. Colby, Esq., of the Banwen or Liont; 
8. S. Jones, of the Retioso-Psiroeormicar Joun- 


xAL; Dr. Gardner. oſ Boston; A.E.Carpenter,late of |. 


the American Conveuton of Spiritualists; A. J. 
Davis and Mary Davis, besides many others, fully 
or partlally opposed to the organization adopted at 
Rochester in August last. On the other hand, Wm. 
White, of the BARI or Liozt; J. M. Peebles, 
Warren Chase, George A. Bacon, Dr. Hallock, H. 
T. Childs, D. M. Fox, and many otbere support 
the organization. With the Spiritnalletse at 

“large,from Marysville, Kansas,to Utica, New York, 
lacludiog seventy societies and calls we have lec- 
tured before and met with, we fad a majority of 
them disposed to keep clear of the American Organ- 
ization of Spiritualists, as understood fram the 
Rochester platform, and the principle objections 
ecem to be againt; lst. The $5 yearly membereblp; 
204. The doing away with, local delegallons,and in 
fnaugurating or making up the American Conven- 
uon out of the State Orgasizations; 3rd. The mase, 
the great body of Spiritualists that we have met, 
feel or deem tu feel that the officers and board of 
trustees appolated by the American Convention of 
Spiritualists, have la a measure, exceeded their au- 
thority, or are dolog what they are not authorised 
to do. 

Again; State agd local societios in mary places 
ſoel indignant at the appolatment of Missionaries to 
collect funds for a Natione! College, when it is al - 
most impossible to support local or ute organiza- 
ions. 

Others complain of the one-man power, and that 
the board of officers and trustees ought to report at 
least every three mootbs, If not every month, their 
proceedings. Others ask the question, * Who are 
the Misslonarics? What do ther get a year, and 
what authority have the board of manegers under 
the actlon of the late Conveation at Rocheater to 
appolot and pay the Misstonaries?" Others feel 
that In the appointment of these Missionaries, there 
bas been special favoritism shown. 

Again ; that it is in bad taste, to say the least, for 
a member of the board to res pay ssa Miselon- 
ary, as in the case of Alister H. F. M. Brown. All 
theese cries portend a ae tiene, when next 
the Convention mu. Every action of the board 
of officers will be sifted, and they will be held to a 
strict accountability for their acts and doings. 

Our Karlos will do to stand by the right. Our 
record je before the world, both at the Cleveland 
and Rochester Coavention. We are lu favor of 
declaration of principles, and la favor of loeal or- 
gauizations, represented io State organizations, and 
delegates from State organizations, to make up the 
American orgenization. Weare in favor of a Spir- 
tual college, under the auspices of the American 
Convention of Spiritualists, We think it would 
dave been wise and acceptable to she Spiritua llets 
at large, I there bad been do American Missionaries 
appotnted doriog the fret year’s experiment, and 
Instead thereof, would it pot have been wisdom for 
the board of trustees to have celled on the Spiritu. 
allet at large, fo contribute as yearly honorary 
members, seking all speakers and mediams to act 
as agents In procaring eabecribers ander the 98 
reaol utlon ot membervhip, leaving the next Conven- 
tlon of Spiritualists to deal with the college and 
Missionary question. We do not approve of the 
Missionary movemunt thus far, and would advise 
the Mlesionaries to resign,and cepecially our Sister 

oH. F. M. Brown, for we do not belleve abe can con- 
eistently act as euch, and hold ber place on the 
board of trustees. 

We do not fully approve of all that the board 
has done; but we do approve of the American As- 
eociation of Spiritualists, and eball stand by lu 
principles, eo long as justice and truth marks Its 
proceedings and councils, yet we will be tho first 
one to Oppose usurpation and oppression, and will 
help overthrow any party or clique who may un · 
dertake to rule In arbitrary authority. 

Then, brothers and sisters,let us watch and walt 
for yet te our bodies we shall sex the glory of our 
God. More anon.
